AUSTRIAN BOMBERS GIVEN 
LONG TERMS IN PRISON 


Two Court-Martial Sentences as 
Wave of Terrorism Is

VIENNA, June 21.—As bombers 
yesterday resumed a systematic 
blasting of bridges and’ power lines 
throughout Austria, a Vienna court- 
martial started a drastic effort by 
the Government to check the wave 
of terrorism. 
The first two bombers brought 
before the military court were con- 
victed and sentenced to 12 and 14 
year prison terms. Dynamite explo- 
sions Were numerous in the Prov- 
ince of Vorarlberg, where residents 
were awakened at daybreak by ex- 
plosions in which numerous power 
lines and bridges were blown up. 

At Imnsbruck a bomb biast 
wrecked the apartment of a police 
official known as being favorable 
to the Government.

He added that the code author- 
ity was in reality abolished by the 
NRA action which eliminated al) 
but ‘wages and hour clauses from 
he cleaning code and a number of 
service trade pacts. He said that 
blue eagles of the establishments 
that violated the labor clauses would 
be taken away and that further 
action might be taken.

“Political Approach,” Blanton Says. 

The indictments were returned 
in court yesterday after United 
States District Attorney Blanton 
had reluctantly confirmed a report 
that a political approach, in which 
was used the name of Basil O’Con- 
nor, former partner of President 
Roosevelt in a New York law firm, 
had been made to him with a view 
to having the grand jury’s investi- 
gation reconsidered. 

Blanton told of having been visit- 
ed at New Madrid, Mo., last week 
by George H. Moore, former Inter- 
nal Revenue Collector at St. Louis, 
now a practicing attorney and ac- 
tive Democratic leader.

Moore’s Statement. 

Moore, in a statement late yes- 
terday, gave an account of his visit 
to Blanton, saying that all he 
sought was an opportunity for 
Loucks to testify before the grand 
jury. He said he mentioned to 
Blanton that he had discussed’ the 
case with O'Connor, “who I under- 
stood was a former law partner of 
President Roosevelt's.” He assert- 
ed he did not discuss the grand 
jury’s action and that he made no 
attempt to influence that action.

| Roosevelt, also a Harvard man, 
‘|\saw the regatta in 1905. 


The Harvard freshmen were out 
in the river for a final paddle be- 
fore the two-mile sprint with Yale 
on tomorrow morning’s program. 
Escorted by the naval patrol boat 
Viyahoga and two Coast Guard de- 
stroyers, the Sequoia stopped briefly 
off Red Top, and then proceeded 
to anchorage at the submarine 
base, finish of tomorrow morning's 
event, and half way mark for the 
varsity race that starts at 6:30 in 
the evening.

Presecutor Says He Will Show That Attor- 
ney Paid $80 to, Member of Panel 
That Failed to Convict Lawyer. 


The State’s case against Lacy, 
with the expected testimony of the 
two chief witnesses, Edward L. 
Anna and Herbert Keeton, was out- 
lined to-the jury yesterday ufter- 
noon by Thomas ©. Hennings Jr., 
Assistant Circuit Attorney. 

Hennings introduced the State’s 
case by telling the jury of the in- 
‘dictment against Lacy ané Hart- 
man, the latter of whom is not now 
on trial, the two defendants having 
taken a severance. He told also of 
the indictment in which Paul Rich- 
ards, a lawyer, was charged with 
kidnaping for ransom in the Alex- 
ander Berg case, and stated that 
Richards was defended*by Howard 
Sidener and Lacy in his trial, which 
began Feb. 16, 1932, but that Side 
ner withdrew from the case before 
its conclusion. 

One of Richards Jurors. 

Anna, the prosecutor stated, was 
one of those called on the panel 
from which the Richards jury was 
to be selected. 

“The State will show,” Hennings 
said, “that eight days before the 
Richards trial, Keeton went to 
Lacy’s office, where he had been 
employed about eight years. We 
will show that Lacy handed Keeton 
a list of prospective jurors for the 
Richards case, and asked him 
whether he knew any of them, and 
that Keeton said he did not. 

“It will be shown that Martman, 
a lawyer in the same office, for- 
meriy an insurance agent, was 
present at the time, and that 
fhe took the list and picked out 
Anna’s name as being known to 
him. He said he had worked with 
Anna at the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Co. office, Grand boulevard 
and Palm street. 

“It will be testified that Lacy 
said, ‘Go out and see some of these 
fellows, and do what you can; Ford 
Richards, Paul’s father, has told 
me I can pay those fellows up to

“Anna said, ‘Joe, what the hell 
do you want here?’ and Hartman 
said, ‘Ed, Paul Richards is a gaod 
fellow; do what you can for him,’ 
or words to that effect. Anna re- 
plied ,‘Joe, you get out of here,’ but 
Hartman, before leaving, said, ‘Re- 
member what I say—we'll take care 
of you.’ 

“Anna will testify that he tried to 
telephone to Judge Pearcy, who had 
the Richards case, but was unable 
to reach him. The next day Anna 
went to court, but said nothing 
about the matter, and was chosen 
on the jury. He was then broke and 
in debt, and was earning only $15 
a week, and he decided to say noth- 
ing. When he saw Hartman in 
court talking with the defense 
lawyer, Lacy, Anna made up his 
mind to vote for acquittal, regard- 
less of the evidence.

'NINE PRISONERS STILL 


ON HUNGER STRIKE 


Men Held at Hillsboro Under 
“Treason Cede’ Without 
Food Four Days. 


The “hunger strike” of nine of 11 
prisoners in jail at Hillsboro (TIIl.), 
under the “treason code” of Illinois, 
entered its fourth day today with 


the prisoners still unaware of yes- 
terday’s action of the Illinois Su- 
preme Court in refusing them writs 
of habeas corpus. 

Although the men on strike be- 
gan refusing food last Monday no 
physician has been called to exam- 
ine them. Sheriff Saathoff, who 
has described the strike as “a pub- 
licity stunt,” declined today to dis- 
cuss their condition. 

Breakfast declined by the prison- 
ers today consisted of wheat flakes, 
coffee, bread and butter, while lunch 
consisted of meat loaf, potatoes, slaw, 
bread and butter, and coffee. 

Resolutions protesting against 
the arrest of the men and holding 
that authorities have suspended 
civil rights have been adopted by 
a “defense conference” held at Tay- 
lor Springs, a mile south of Hills- 
boro. 

Release of the prisoners was de- 
manded and it was decided to post 
“unfair lists” of merchants par- 
ticipating in vigilante activities in 
Montgomery County. 

It was decided also to endeavor 
to raise the $8000 bail required for 
each of the prisoners and to “popu- 
larize the defense fight and help 
raise finances for the court battle.”

AT UNION MEETING 


Transfer Teamsters’ ‘Rush 
at Agent, Who Is Dis- 
armed ‘By Police; Held 
on Peace Charge. 


Police riot squads were dispatched 
to Unity Hall, Grand and Page 
boulevards, at 11 o'clock last night, 
when a meeting of Transfer Team- 
sters’ Local Union No. 600 broke up 
in fist fights, with one man flour- 
ishing a revolver. No one was se- 
riously injured, 

The meeting was called for a 
reading of a proposed new working 
agreement between the union and 
employers. According to the report 
obtained by Dayton Street District 
police, there were several outbreaks 
and exchange of blows during the 
evening, as various phases of the 
contract were argued on the floor. 
Shortly before 11 o’clock a man near 
the speakers’ stand drew a revolver. 


_| When he flourished the weapon he 


was rushed by some of the 1200 
drivers, while many others bolted 
out doors, and the riot call was 
sent in, 

When policemen arrived they 
found the majority of the drivers 
outside the hall clamoring to get at 
the man with the revolver, who 
had retreated to an anteroom. Feel- 
ing was so intense that after the 
police disarmed the man they had 
difficulty in getting him out of the 
hall and to the police station. Late 
motorists, attracted by the dis- 
turbance, added to the confusion 
by blocking traffic in Grand and 
Page boulevards. 

The man arrested said he was 
Lawrence Camie, 1613 North Eight- 
eenth street, a business agent for 
the union. He carried a revolver 
and a Deputy Game Warden’s com- 
mission. He furnished bond after 
being booked on charges of peace 
disturbance, flourishing a deadly 
weapon and possession of an unreg- 
istered revolver. With him when 
the police entered the anteroom 
was the business agent of another 
union, who admitted that a revol- 
ver found on a shelf in the room 
belonged to him. He was booked 
for possession of an unregistered 
revolver. 

The disturbance prevented rati- 
fication of the new working agree- 
ment, necessitating a subsequent 
meeting. The contract calls for a 
reduction of hours from 9% to 8, 
with no change in pay scales, 
which range from $25 to $36 a 
week. At. the ‘expiration of the 
previous contract last Saturday 
night union officers stated there 
would be no strike, and that the 
drivers would continue at work 
pending ratification of the new 
agreement.

passengers were calm. “Rescue 
work was hampered by heavy seas, 
whipped up by a keen north wind,” 
he added. 

The hardships suffered through 
the night by the survivors did not 
end with the coming of the day. 
They made the best of the limited 
facilities in Stavanger and the vil- 
lage of Kopervik. 


Survivors Thinly Ciad. 


Most of them were sheltered in 
hotels and military barracks here 
as hospital facilities were quickly 
exhausted. The rest, already ex- 
hausted by their experience, were 
forced to walk the 16 miles to 
Kopervik, where they slept in a 
local chapel. This group suffered 
from an icy wind during the night 
as did many who stopped in Stav- 
anger. Most of the survivors were 
thinly clad, having been forced to 
flee the ship before they could 
gather their clothing. In an at- 
tempt to relieve the situation, the 
hospital attendants provided bed- 
ding and the entire woman popula- 
tion mobilized to provide food and 
comfort. 

The German Consul at Stavanger 
confirmed the number of dead at 
four, and said an untold number 
had been injured in the stampede 
aboard ship as the passengers 
were aroused from the dinner table 
by the crash. Every table in the 
salon was overturned. 

The bodies of two of the drown- 
ed women were recovered and 
brought here while the third was 
still sought. 

One of the vessels which steamed 
to the aid of the Nazis was the 
French warship Ardent. But it 
and the British cruiser, Rodney. 
which also offered assistance, were 
advised sufficient help was at 
hand, 

Story of Survivor. 


One of the survivors telling of 
the tragedy said: 

“The first thing we knew of any 
trouble was when we felt a jar as 
though the ship had struck a rock 
under the sea. 

“The water rushed into the ship. 
All the lights went out and then 
the passengers realized that things 
were serious. 

“A panic broke out. Men and 
women rushed to the lifeboats. 

“When the ship began to lean 
over dangerously, the captain de- 
cided to try to run her to the shore. 
The first lifeboat was let down with 
20 women. There was a _ strong 
northwesterly swell and the lifeboat 
capsized. The women screamed as 
they were thrown into the water. 


Commends Ship’s Officers. 


“Then many passengers lost their 
heads completely and jumped blind- 
ly overboard. It was terrible. The 
ship’s officers ran down the decks 
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trying to preserve order. The of- 
ficers had to push their: way 
many times among the screaming, 
terror-stricken women. The offi- 
cers themselves behaved splendidly. 
“Another lifeboat was lowered; 
This, I think, also capsized. 

“After what seemed a very long 
wait, several ships came to the res- 
cue. 

“None of the women had ever 
been to sea before. They came 
from inland towns in Germany and 
some of them had never even seen 
the sea. 

“They were going to Norway to 
see the midnight sun.” 


More Tales of Heroism. 


A survivor at Kopervik said wom- 
en who could swim gave up places 
in lifeboats to elderly men. Other 
tales of heroism were brought to 
shore. The ship’s band played the 
national anthem and = £ =sprightly 
marches until the last passenger 
had been lowered from the decks, 
the survivor said. 


“The second tables had about fin- 
ished their dinner when, with a 
violent jerk, passengers, tables, fur- 
niture and dishes were hurled to- 
gether on the floor,’ the survivor 
related. 


“At first there was great panic 
among the struggling passengers, 
but this was quieted when officers 
said the commotion was caused by 
the rolling seas.

OICKMANN CALLS 
I ALDERMEN ON 
BOND PROBLEM 


Puts Question of How $2,- 
465,000 Anticipated Def- 
icit in Interest Money Is 
to Be Met. 


The question of how the city ts 
to raise money to meet the antici- 
pated deficit of $2,465,000 in the 
bond issue interest and sinking 
fund was put up to individual mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen to 
day by Mayor Dickmann, follow 
ing. the defeat of the Mayor's four 
revenue measures by the board last 
Friday. . 

The Mayor had asked the Alder 
men to be present at the conference 
in his office by letter, inviting also 
Comptroller Nolte and President 
Neun of the Board of Aldermen, 
his colleagues on the Board of Es 
timate and Apportionment, as well 
as Tax Collector Koeln and License 
Collector Chapman. 

Neun was among those who voted 
against the Mayor’s revenue meas- 
ures, because, he said, he thought 
a sufficient amount of delinquent 
taxes could be collected to meet the 
anticipated deficit. After compiling 
figures to show how the tax col- 
lections would be applied, however, 
Collector Koeln said that even if 
the entire delinquency of $10,295,- 
622 in real estate taxes were col- 
lected, only $1,465,435, or about $1.4 
000,000 less than the amount needed, 
would be available for bend inter- 
est and sinking fund requirements. 

Koeln added that he considered 
the city would be “fortunate if it 
collected 30 per cent of the $10,295,- 
622,” pointing out that no tax colk- 
lection campaign was ever ¢om- 
pletely successful. 

Only a negligible sum would be 
available for the bond issues from 
collections on delinquent personal 
property taxes, Koeln said, estimat- 
ing that no more than a small por- 
tion of the delinquency of about 
$2,000,000 was collectible. 

His figures showed that full col- 
lection of the $10,295,622 real estate 
taxes would be applicable as fol-

MOONEY DEFENSE 
SAYS U. 5. COURTS 
UFFER REAL HOPE 


Attorneys Have Taken Case 
to Appellate Bench in 
Writ of Habeas Corpus 
Action. 


By the Associated Press. 
SAN FRANCILSCO.—-Tom Moon- 
ey’s real chance of freedom today 


rests with the Federal courts. Al- 
though he has lost the first round 
in the new battle, it has not dam- 
pened the hopes of the man who 
has waged a campaign, scarcely du- 
plicated in history, for freedom and 
exoneration from the conviction of 
complicity in the bombing of a pre- 
paredness day parade 18 years ago. 

This is the viewpoint of a leading 
member of the legal staff of the 
defense, and although a decision 


has not been reached, it is probable 
an application for gubernatorial 
clemency now being prepared may 
never be filed, and the request for 
intercession of President Rooseveit 
may not be pressed. 


The first setback sustained by the 
defense in its new line of attack 
through the Federal courts came 
when Federal District Judge St. 
Sure denied an application for a 
writ of habeas corpus and in a sec- 
ond decision declined to change his 
opinion. 

An appeal to the Circuit Court of 
Appeals is now being drafted, in 
the hope of obtaining a reversal of 
the lower court, which held it did 
not have jurisdiction in the case be- 
cause the defendant had not ex- 
hausted all his legal processes in 
the state courts. It also will ask 
the Appellate Court to consider the 
question as a whole. 

The application contends that 
Mooney’s conviction was accom- 
plished through the use of perjured 
testimony. In disagreement -with 
Judge St. Sure‘'s decision, the de- 
fense holds Mooney has exhausted 
his processes in the state courts and 
that a “gap” in the state law makes 
it impossible for a defendant to re- 
open a case once it is closed by con- 
viction and failuse of appeal, de- 
gpite newly discovered evidence 
which may indicate fraudulent con- 
viction. It contends the only rem- 
edy in court procedure lies in a 
writ of habeas corpus, and it will 
seek an appellate court decision 
that the judge erred in ruling he 
did not have jurisdiction and at the 
same time determine the issues on 
the merits of the application for a 
habeas corpus writ. 

Loss in the Appellate Court would 
open the way for an appeal to the 
United States Supreme Court. This 
the defense believes, would for the 
first time in the long history of the

TWO WOMEN HELD IN MURDER

ONEONTA, N. Y., June 21.—A 


special grand jury will meet Mon- 
day to consider the murder of 
Harry Wright, 49-year-old crippled

The other woman is 
Mrs. Martha Clift, 28, said by 
troopers to have divided her time 
recently between the roadhouse and 
her home in Oneonta. 

Both women, District Attorney 
Donald H. Grant said, had signed 
statements. Mrs. Coo, the District 
Attorney said, told him Mrs. Clift 
ran the car into Wright while his 
back was turned and then drove 
over him several times. Mrs. Clift 
said it was Mrs. Coo who ran over 
Wright. 


SEVERE FLOOD AT FOOCHOW 


Heavy Loss of Life in Outlying Dis- 
tricts Reported.

FOOCHOW, China, June 21.— 
Fiood waters covered Foochow’s 
streets today, following torrential 
rains which swelled the Min River. 
Heavy loss of life in outlying dis- 
tricts was reported.

Traffic is impossible 
except by boat. The floods were 
described as the worst in 25 years.

EARTHQUAKE IN TURKEY 
CAUSES HEAVY DAMAGE 


Fires and Floods Follow Violent 
Disturbances in Western 
Anatolia.

SMYRNA, Turkey, June 21.—The 
region of Afiun Karahissar in West- 
ern Anatolia was shaken yesterday 
evening by a violent earthquake 
which lasted 20 seconds. Shocks 
continued throughout the night. 

Damage was heavy and there 
were thought to have been many 
casualties, 

Shocks of considerable’ violence 
were experienced also at Diner, San- 
dikli and Bulavadin. 

Many buildings, including schools 
and Government institutions, were 
cracked. Fires followed in some 
places and hundreds of houses were 
reported wrecked by cloudbursts in 
a storm after the quake. 

Authorities took steps for relief 
of the homeless and other suffer- 
ers.

Shot Twice in Back.

was agent under the pretext of be- 
ing interested in purchasing a tract. 
The body of the dentist, shot twice 
in the back, was found Monday on 
the farm near Equality. 

Later the dentist’s office was 
found looted and St. Clair, who au- 
thorities said, posed under the 
name of Lee Armstrong, Was seen 
leaving Eldorado after giving his 
woman companion, Mrs. Anderson, 
money to buy bus tickets te Chi- 
caco. 

The woman wastakenin custody 
as she attempted to leave Eldorado 
ona bus. She told authorities that 
St. Clair had said he “made $6000 
on the farm deal.” She said she 
thought St. Clair was in Eldorado 
on legitimate bubBiness. 

Mrs. Anderson’s Story. 

Mrs. Anderson claims to be a 
victim of circumstances. Her story 
is that of a young woman married 
to an older man, who left him and 
was easily persuaded to take up 
with a younger man who offered 
her travel and promised her excit- 
ing and well paid employment as an 
assistant to a secret service Opera- 
live. 

She said she had known St. Clair 
two months before she left Texas 
with him and that he had confided 
to her that he was a Gavernment 
employe, showing her a badge la- 
beled@ “Ohio Secret Service, Incor- 
porated, Opérator No, 2.” 

She said that he told her he 
would give her $200 if she wonld 
accompany him to ‘Chicago and 
work with him on a case to which 
he had been especially assigned and 
that he worked under an officer | 
known as “C-2” and nicknamed 
“French,” from whom he got tele- 
grams which he showed to her. 

Received Message. 

She said that when they arrived 
in Oklahoma City, a message signed 
“C-2” was received and that her 
statement could be proved by going 
to the files of the Western Union 
Telegraph Co. there. She said this 
message commanded St. Clair, who 
was using the name of Armstrong, 
to report to Urbana, O., at once; 
and that they continued together 
until they reached Terre Haute, 
Ind, where he instructed her to 
go to Chicago while‘he made a 
trip to Urbana, where he would get 
his own automobile and would 
bring it with him to meet her in 
Chicago in a few days.

Japs Have Unique Stroke. - 


O get the proper background 

for Summeril it must be _ re- 
called that he was identified with 
the Olympic Games as an offi- 
cial and immediately after their 
conclusion was invited to visit 
Japan to give exhibitions and to 
instruct the Japanese in what 
was wrong with the¢ir diving— 
their one seeming weakness. 

He took with him Harold 
“Dutch” Smith and Farid Si- 
maika, Olympic diving cham- 
pions. During a protracted stay 
in Japan, Summeril familiarized 
himself thoroughly with Japa- 
nese conditions. 

“The Japanese,” Summeril am- 
plified, “have something the 
Americans lack. It is a stroke 
that conserves their muscle 
power to the best advantage. 

“The application of this stroke, 
difficult to explain without illus- 
tration, brings into use more and 
stronger muscles than does the 
American stroke. 

“It also can be shortened by a 
tiring swimmer in a way that 
he does not affect his form. So 
many exhausted American swim- 
mers lose their form badly.

Beat Time, Not the Man. 


HE Japanese manage their 

racing differently. They 
‘ewim their races to beat time, not 
to beat the man. This gives them 
a decided advantage. 

“When 14-year-old Kitamura 
won the 1500-meter race he swam 
the first 100 meters in 1:16, the 
next 12 centuries in approximate- 
ly 1:17 each, the fourteenth hun- 
Gred in 1:14 and the last century 
in 1:11. He broke the record. 

“In the same race his team- 
mate, 15-year-old Makino, broke 
the world record at 1000 meters, 
by timing tactics. 

“In this country our swimmers 
set no thought about managed 
pace, but are intent on beating 
their man. As a result they are 
frequently exhausted by high 
speed spurts which react unfavor- 
ably at the finish. 

“The advantage of a managed 
effort at swimming instead of 
haphazard struggle to beat an op- 
ponent is shown in the case of 
our. champion, Jack Medica. 
Medica, in a race against time, 
lowered the world’s record for the 
440-yard swim to 4:42. Ten days 


later, swimming in a race, he fin- 
ished second in time 16 seconds 


slower.

Japan Four Vears Better Off. 


ESIDES its technical ad- 
vantages, Japan has more 
swimmers, younger swimmers and 
better swimmers than the United 
States. The country abounds with 
great swimmers, and the young- 
sters who beat us at the Olympic 
Games of 1936 are going to be 
four years better when they meet 
us

No Physical Advantage. 


ATURALLY we wondered if 

the Japanese had some phys- 
ical advantage. Was their small 
size a help?

There was no size 
or type of swimmer that had an 
advantage over others and he 
named a long list of stars from 
everywhere of all sizes and 
weights, from Bud Goodwin, C. 
M. Daniels and Harry J. Handy, 
all known to St. Louisang of a 
generation ago, down to Duke 
Kahanamoku, Buster Crabbe and 
Johnny Weismuller to prove his 
point. 

“As for any racial advantage in 
buoyancy—bones are bones and 
flesh is flesh and their specific 
density ought to be the same 
everywhere,” Summeril added. 
“The Japanese advantage is due 
to hard work, 4 better stroke and

UMMERIL took his “Olympic

HARVARD EIGHT 
LIKELY TO GIVE 
YALE TROUBLE, 
TRYOUT SHOWS

NEW LONDON, Conn., June 21, 
~The quiet, sleepy old port of New 
London, famed for the part it 


played in early American seagoing 
history and the fact that here Har- 
vard and Yale row four miles every 
year, stirred with’ excitement today 
such as it hasn’t known in decades. 

There were but two topics of con- 
versation, in barber shops, on street 
corners, down on the ancient wharf 
where fishermen still bring their 
catch in the late afternoons and 
hawk their wares, alive and swim- 
ming about in tanks in the boats, 
to the thrifty housewives who shop 
from one thing to the other. 

The one still foremost in the cit} 
zens’ minds was the impending vie- 
it of President Roosevelt for the 
regatta, in which his son, Franklin 
D. Jr., will pull the No. 6 oar in the 
Harvard freshman shell tomorrow 
morning. 

The other was the startling per- 
formance of the Harvard varsity 
on the eve of the seventy-second 
meeting of these ancient rowing ri 
vals, a performance that completely 
revised a situation that previously 
had made Yale’s sprint champions 
a solid favorite. 

In the dusk of last evening the 
Harvard varsity that hasn't won « 
race all year at two miles rode a 
flooding tide down the »placid 
Thames and was clocked in a sur- 
prise four-mile workout at 20 min- 
utes, 444-5 seconds. 

This was considerable back of 
the record of 20:02 made by the 1916

BAER A REALLY 
GREAT FIGHTER 
AND HE PLANNED 


| HIS OWN BATTLE

NEW YORK, June 21—Beyond 
a doubt, Primo Carnera was the

“Given these factors two things are 
true: First, a huge slice of the 
new earnings is not directly availa- 
ble for the consumption of goods. 
The bread winners are going cau- 
— placing security and self- 
espect first and are holding back 
rom free handed spending for 
— food and the necessaries of 
life. 

“Second, this process is hastening 
immeasurably the return of good 
credit risks; making millions of 
men and women eligible and de- 
sirable customers even when they 
do not have the dollars to plunk 
down over the counter every time 
they need to buy. 

Against Wild Spending. 

“I am not for one moment urg- 
ing that you set out. to entice and 
to encourage wild spending, reck- 
less of the eventual payment day. 
That way could only lead to dis- 
aster, a recurrence of the insane 
day dreams of the pre-cash days. 

“But you cannot sit back and 
withhold credit from all but the 
gilt-edged few who can assuredly 
pay for what they need over and 
ver again. This is the time for 
sane credit judgment that takes 
cognizance of the upward move- 
ment and leans, just enough, to the 
side of liberality. 

“When you bank on the payrolls 
of coded industries you have per- 
haps a better bet than has been ob- 
tainable in this country.” 

Johnson said that “thousands 
upon thousands ‘more _ business 
houses would be on the jumk heap 
today” except for NRA codes. He 
said people were saying that “codes 
are well meaning pieces of paper 
by which no one bothers to abide.” 

“Chiseling Aplenty.” 

“There is chiseling aplenty,” 
Johnson said. “I know that. But 
at the very laxest point of com- 
pliance it has never been as bad 
as the sneering disbelievers—the 
cold-blooded exploiters who would 
refuse to give the Lord Himself any 
credit for improving humanity— 
would have you think. 

“And don’t miss this one: That 
old Blue Eagle of NRA hasn’t lost 
its appeal. We learn that every 
time that we take one away from 
a chiseler and hear him come howl- 
ing home for another. 

“That bird will stay put where 
the home purchasing agent can see 
it as an emblem of clean business 
~of the kind of establishment that 
citizens want in their home town. 

“You will hear more about it in 
the month to come, for we have 
come now to a point in‘ NRA where 
We finally can turn to assisting 
business effectively in the task of 
administering its codes.” 

Johnson said NRA was “as good 
as through today” with code mak- 
ing and that the process of shaping 
the organization for administration 
was nearly done.

Sole Right to Say What Is Money| 


All Contracts Made With That Understand- 


ing, He Rules, in Declaring Mo.-Pac. Bonds 


Payable in Present Legal Tender. 


Upholding the Act of Congress 
which nullified the gold payment 
clause in bonds and other contracts, 
United States District Judge 
Charles B. Faris prefaced a long 


opinion given yesterday with a 
graphic description of economic ruin 
he said would follow enforcement 
of such gold clauses and said such 
a situation should be avoided if 
it were legally possible to do so. 

Deciding .a point raised in the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad bankrupt- 
cy case, wherein the trustee for an 
issue of $34,548,000.of Iron Mountain 
Railroad bonds sought to have the 
bonds declared payable in gold, or, 
that being Impossible, in currency 
measured by the amount of gold 
called for in the bonds, Judge Faris 
held that the railroad’s debt would 
be satisfied by payment of. thé face 
amount of the bonds in United 
States money now current. 

To Appeal to Supreme Court. 

The question is one of vast im- 
portance to the financial world, in- 
volving as it does the present Ad- 
ministration’s monetary policy. The 
impressive array of counsel on both 
sides which contested the suit be- 
fore Judge Faris did so with the 
understanding that it would be car- 
ried to the United States Supreme 
Court for final decision. Opposing 
enforcement of the gold clause were 
attorneys representing the United 
States Government, the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, which is 
a large creditor of the railroad, and 
the trustees in bankruptcy in charge 
of the railroad. 

The Bankers’ Trust Co. of New 
York, trustee under the bond issue, 
was the petitioner, seeking a rul- 
ing in favor of the gold clause, and 
was represented by James H. Mc- 
Intosh of New York and other 
lawyers. 

This is the first decision in a 
Federal Court bearing diréctly 
upon the constitutionality of the 
act abrogating the gold clause, 
which was enacted June 5, 1933, 
and was known as Public Resolu- 
tion No. 10. 

The Devalued Dollar. 

The Iron Mountain bonds in 
question, which were issued May 1, 
1903, and matured May i, 1933, but 
were not paid, are now an obliga- 
tion of the Missouri Pacific. They 
contain a clause stating that they 
shall be payable in “gold coin of 
the United States of the present 
standard of weight and fineness”; 
thata is, of the weight and fineness 
prescribed by law at the time of 
issue. 

As a result of a regulation issued 
by President Roosevelt pursuant to 
an act of Congress authorizing de- 
preciation of the currency as much 
as 50 per cent in terms of gold, 
the gold dollar now contains only 
59.06 per cent of the amount of 
gold fixed as its lawful content at 
the time the bonds were issued. 

Thus a dollar in currency today 
is backed by only 59.06 per cent 
of the gold formerly defined as 
constituting a dollar. In other 
words, if currency were exchange- 
able for gold, it would take $169 
in present currency to purchase the 
amount of gold that equaled $100 
finder the old standard; and on this 
basis, the holder of a promise to 
pay $100 in gold of the weight and 
fineness of the old standard sets 
up his claim for $169. 

In consequence ,of President 
Roosevelt’s devaluation of gold, the 
Government acquired a “profit” of 
approximately $2,800,000,000, that 
being the excess of its holdings of 
gold above the new dollar value of 
its necessary reserves behind out- 
standing currency. 

$53,500,000 for $34,500,000. 

It wds argued in the case, and 
Judge Faris took note of it in his 
decision, that to enforce the gold 
clause and require payment of the 
bonds in currency measured by the 
old gold standard would increase 
the amount of the bond obligation 
from $34,548,000 to approximately 
$53,500,000; that the same principle 
ap to the railroad company’s 
entire bonded, indebtedness would 
increase it from $438,000,000 to $743,- 
000,000, and that altogether there 
are in this country $90,000,000;000 to 
$125,000,000,000 of gold-clause debts 
which would be similarly affected. 

The 1933 act of Congress pro- 
vides: 

“Every provision contained in or 
made with respect to any obligation

The trustee for the bondholders, 
however, contended the act was an 
unjustified interference with, and 
impairment of, the obligations of a 
private contract; that it was an un- 
lawful infringement ‘upon property 
rights, and therefdre unconstitu- 
tional. 

Calling attention to the \huge vol- 
ume of gold-clause debts as com- 
pared with the world’s supply of 
available gold, Judge Faris said: “It 
is, of course, impossible in fact, and 
it has now become impossible in 
law to pay this huge sum of what 
I may call gold debts out of the 
World’s comparatively meager sup- 
ply -of gold. Learned counsel for 
the intervenors appreciate this im- 
possibility; so they urge upon the 
court the alternative, not expressly 
stipulated .in the bond, that pay- 
ment must be made in current pa- 
per money, which has the present 
gold ‘value of the sum agreed to be 
paid. In short, and in effect, that 
the debtor shall be required to pay 


for each dollar, 41 cents more in 


paper money than it agreed to pay 
in gold. 

“While .the disastrous economic 
effect of the enforcement of a con- 
tract standing alone, rarely, if ever, 
affords a sufficient legal reason 
against enforcement, it may yet be 
considered an urgent reason why 
enforcement should not be decreed, 
if it is legally possible to avoid it. 
Germane at ieast, if not analogous, 
is the settled rule in cases for spe- 
cific performance.” 


Might Destroy Business. 
He continued that to grant the 
contention of the trustee would 


“well night double the sum total of 
debts outstanding and now saddled 
upon transportation and industry, 
upon states and municipal corpora~ 
tion and even upon many individ- 
uals”; that they could hardly carry 
this doubled load and survive; that 
in fact it might make the total pub- 
lic and private debts of the nation 
in excess of the total fair value of 
all its assets. 

Continuing, the opinion said: “So 
it is obvious, I think, that the up- 
holding of these so-called gold- 
clause contacts would vastly hurt, 
if not destroy business, ang shake, 
if not overturn, the entire financial 
structure of the country. It would, 
I repeat, bankrupt well-nigh every 
railroad, every municipality, every 
road district or similar instrumen- 
tality’ of state government, and 
well-nigh every state in the Union. 

“And since in the financial crash 
of these debtor classes the creditor 
classes, now urging the letter of 
their bonds, might well themselves 
go down in the common ruin, this 
situation as .already suggested 
should be avoided if it is legally 
possible to do so within constitu- 
tional limits.”

PARAGUAY REPORTS CAPTURE 
OF MANY BOLIVIAN PRISONERS 


Several Advanced Positions Near 
Fortress Also Said to Have 
Béen Taken, 

By the Associated Press. 

ASCUNSION, June 22.—The Gov- 
ernment announced today that the 
Paraguayan army in the Chaco 
captured many prisoners yesterday 
after a maneuver which caused the 
Bolivians to expend a heavy artil- 
lery bombardment without purpose. 

The announcement stated the 
Paraguayans captured several ad- 
vanced positions near the Bolivian 
fortress Ballivan. Then the Para- 
guayans leaving only a small party 
at the advanced position, returned 
to their own trenches. 

Bolivians bombarded the vacated 
position heavily and then ad- 
vanced the communique stated. 
The Paraguayans reported that 
this. advance was met by concen- 
trated machine gun fire in which 
several hundred Bolivians were 
killed.

Problems of State School Superintendent. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

IX excellent gentlemen are asking to 
be nominated for the office of State 

Superintendent of Schools. That office 
has become the key to every important 
educational movement. Recent laws and 
interpretations have added much to the 
complexity of school administration. The 
situation calls for school statesnianship 
of a rare order. Here are some of the 
Superintendent's problems: 

L Thirty years ago, there were 10,000 
one-room schools in Missouri. Consolida- 
tion reduced the number. The recall of 
the county school unit law in 1922, after 
its enactment in 1921, practically stopped 
consolidation. We now have more than 
8000 such schools, There is no hope of 
material reduction in the number at pres- 
ent. The biggest problem confronting the 
new Superintendent next January will be 
how to make these schools function the 
best and in harmony with local com- 
munity interests. These schools differ 
basically from city, town and consolidated 
schools in environment, in tradition and 
in organization. The course of study, the 
schoolroom processes and the teacher 
contacts must harmonize with the situa- 
tion. It is a rural setting. 

The Superintendent must initiate the 
plan. If he tactfully meets County Super- 
intendents and inspires them with the 
true spirit of the rural problem, he will 
accomplish much, If the County Super- 
intendents, in the same spirit, earnestly 
confer with school boards and teachers, 
and they, in turn, wisely consult with 
patrons and children, results may be an- 
ticipated. 

2. Many school budgets are in the red. 
It is an unwise law that authorizes expen- 
ditures before making provision to meet 
such expenditures. Possibly many unbal- 
anced school budgets are due to the lack 


The Frasier-Lempke bill, providing high-powered

spirit. : ’ 
Over a year ago, Congress was deluged with let- 


}ters from farmers unable to meet intolerable debt 


charges. A law was passed by which a farmer could 
his creditors to agree to a new debt commensurate 


ment bound the remaining 49 per cent of his cred- 
itors. By going into a Federal court under this law, 
a farmer could stay foreclosure proceedings while 
negotiating with a majority of his creditors. Thou- 
sands of‘farmers filed for relief. Few, however, 
have been able to get any concessions from their 
creditors. Many Federal courts are now on the verge 
of dismissing the petitions of these farmers because 
no compromise seems, possible, If this happens, the 
original foreclosure proceedings wiil be resumed. 

The Frazier-Lempke bill was put forward to meet 
this situation, The bill gives creditors two choices, 
either one of which leaves the farmer in possession 
of the farm. If 51 per cent of the farmer’s creditors 
will not agree, Federal district courts are empow- 
ered to appoint appraisers to appraise the property 
of the debtor at present values. Given this valua- 
tion, the farmer must do three things: Pay 1 per 
cent per annum for six years, meet all tax bills and, 
finally, liquidate the principal within the six years. 
Failing to discharge any of these obligations, fore 
closure can no longer be delayed. 

The consent of all creditors is necessary to vali- 

date this six-year program. The objection of only 
one creditor sets in motion an alternative remedy. 
The court will then declare a five-year moratorium 
on the farmer’s debt and order him to pay a reason- 
able rental, based on the appraisal of his property at 
present values. Within the five years, the farmer 
must liquidate the principal of the debt fixed by the 
court’s appraisal. At the end of the five years, how- 
ever, any creditor may petition the court to appraise 
the old debt in the light of improved economic con- 
ditions. If this second appraisal is higher than the 
first, the farmer must make up the difference. 
_ The Frazier-Lempke bill will very likely cut fore-' 
closure proceedings to a negligible amount in farm- 
ing regions. It nips an explosive ‘situation that 
might well have developed if the eviction of farm- 
ers had been left to run its course. It is doubtful 
that farmers will be able to buy in their mortgages 
within the next five or six years, even with reduc- 
tions in principal. The sponsors of the bill admit 
this. They foresee that, unless legislation providing 
Government money is forthcoming .to lend to farm- 
ers so that they can fund their unpaid principal over 
a long period, the foreclosure problem will bud 
anew. Already, some fantastic proposals are shaping 
up to meet this eventuality. This, however, is a 
bridge to be crossed in the future. 

For the immediate present, the Frazier-Lempke bill 
may do considerable good. It is sound economics to 
prevent wholesale foreclosures at the present mo- 
ment in the farming belt. Such a tinder box of hate 
and despair might touch off a dangerous train of 
events. It, also, seems sound to impress on cred- 
itors in general at this time the economic necessity 
for consenting to a lightening of the debt load of 
the nation. The Frazier-Lempke bill is a warning 


of such foresight in those who projected |to the creditors of railroads, corporations, munici- 


the recent changes in financing sc s. 
Legislators and school boards expect 
sound advice regarding school finances. 
Certainty of income will enable school 
boards to make contracts with teachers 
and meet them promptly.. 

3. There is need for a new interpreta- 
tion of some terms much used in educa- 
tidnal talk. Our fathers did not mean 
that “the State shall provide” all the sup- 
port of public schools out of the State 
Treasury. We recognize that the State 
must contribute to “equalize opportunity” 
and that local taxation has become a 
burden. There is certainly some way of 
coutinuing enough local support to justify 
local: control of the schools. “Equal op- 
portunity” has meant for 40 years that 
every child should have a school adapted 
to his needs in developing naturally in 
his environment without hindrances other 
than his own ability to learn. It has not 
meant that all children shall have the 
same type of teacher, the same subject 
matter, the same kihd of schoolhouse, the 
same length of term or the same amount 
of money spent for his schooling. Yes, 
we need greatly to improve on our at- 
tempts to “equalize opportunity.” In the 
meantime, let us strive to make the best 
possible of every situation. 

4. Sithplicity in applying standards to 
schools would meet approval; standard: 
types rather than systems should be the 
aim of inspection and approval of schools. 
Too much is attempted. There was a 
time when a teacher’s preparation needed 
checking. Well-prepared special teachers 
are plentiful. School administrators are 
wise as to good school equipment. The 
people want the best for their children. 

Why have so many inspections? - The 
periodic check on the hours and degrees 
of teachers, on yardsticks and test tubes, 
serves little or no good purpose. The 
time has come when local school super- 
vision can be trusted to improve condi- 
tions and make reliable reports. There 
is entirely too much overhead expense in 
the administration and supervision of 
schools, The teachers are entitled to a 
dJarger percentage of the money spent.

The speech Vice-Chancellor Franz von Papen made 
at Marburg may well prove to be a turning point in 
the troubled affairs of Germany and of all. Burope. 
It was the first official criticism of the Hitler Goy- 
ernment. The people of Germany do not know what 
Von Papen said. The speech was suppressed. One 


Word now comes from Berlin that Von Papen does 
not purpose to submit tamely to such censorship. 
No inkling is given of what he intends to do. If 
he insists on his right to be heard, and dares to ex- 
ercise, that right, he will have challenged, not only 
the official power of Hitler, but the whole Nazi 
philosophy, letter and spirit, precept and practice. 

Von Papen, in his present m is serving Ger- 
many supremely. He is serving the world. We in 
America may properly acknowledge our indebted- 
ness to him. He has made us all realize what a high 
privilege it ‘is to live in the United States: He has 
made us appreciate the incalculable blessing of free- 
dom of speech. Equally important, he has made us 
understand what the denial of freedom of speech 
means. 

Where freedom of speech is denied, there can be 
no liberty. Where it exists, there can be no enduring 
tyranny. That has been said so often that it has 
lost its punch. Von Papen has restored the punch to 
that statement. 

How will it be with Von Papen? We know how it 
would be if he were an obscure citizen. The execu- 
tioner would already have dispatched him. But the 
second man in Germany, officially, with family influ- 
ence, long distinguished experierice in public affairs, 
may not be s6 casually removed. Tyranny’ in this 
instance may not flout tradition, conscience, all the 
intangibles that constitute public sentiment. And 
when tyranny pauses to reckon the consequences— 
when tyranny hesitates it is, perhaps, lost. 

In any event, Von Papen has spoken. He cannot 
retract, if he would. Soon or late, the people of 
Germany will hear what he said. The message, 
moreover, will have as much significance for the 
powerful and fortunate in Germany as for the weak 
and oppressed. For justice must abide everywhere 
under a government or it abides nowhere. If the 
humblest citizen may be deprived. of those rights 
upon which civilization rests, if he may be banished, 
or imprisoned, or plundered, or destroyed, no one is 
secure. :

Fog Over Europe 


HAT with the blanket. of censorship 

that lies over practically all of Burope 

east of the Rhine, what with the abso- 
lute control of propaganda, what with the 
revival of secret diplomacy in its most viru- 
lent form, any interpretation of current 
events is bound to be largely guesswork. 

It may be doubted even whether any of 
the Foreign Offices has @ reliable picture 
of what is going on all over Europe or is 
able to distinguish between the apparent and 
the real forces. There is a state of high 
tension and extremely unstable equilibrium 
which might produce any one of a half- 
dozen combinations, 


If we attempt at this distance to make 
some sort of tentative estimate of the posi- 
tion, we find Germany at the center of the 
crisis. A year of Nazi diplomacy has pro- 
duced very different results from those 
which Herr Hitler promised his followers 
when he was climbing to power, The first 
sensational evidence of this was in the agree- 
ment which he made with Poland, under 
which he renounced for 10 years the ambi- 
tion to recover the Polish Corridor. No 
statesmen of the German Republic dared to 
Make such a concession, Herr Hitler made 
it, and then turned his energies toward the 
absorption of Austria. ; 
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to believe that Nazi Germany is willing to 
make peace by accepting the territorial set- 
tlement at Versailles. Unless they believe 
that, regardless of any formula that may 
be adopted, they will seek to maintain an 
overwhelming military superiority. 

The country which is in a position to 
promote some sort of compromise is Great 
Britain. But the price is a heavy one. It 
amounts to guaranteeing Continental Europe 
against Nazi territorial expansion. There is 
little reason to think that Great Britain will 
accept such an -entanglement. . 

The Nazi doctrine, that Germany could 
by sheer force of will extricate herself from 
the political and economic consequences of 
her defeat, has not thus far produced any 
results. Phiitically, Germany is not only 
more isolated than she was under Strese- 
mann and Bruening, but, as in the case of 
Poland and Austria, she has had to turn 
away from objectives which they: never re- 
nounced, Economically, the Nazis are dis 
covering that, of all great nations, Germany 
is perhaps the least fitted by her industrial 
position to live in isolation,

FASTING HARMS WOMEN MORE 
THAN MEN, PROFESSOR SAYS 


He Asserts Female Develops More 
Pronounced Acidosis in Week’s 
Dieting Than Male. 

By the Associated Press. 
BERKELEY, Cal, June 21.— 


Women who fast for the ‘sake of a 
slender figure do so at a greater 
risk to their health than do men, 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science was told 
yesterday by Prof. H. J. Deuel of 
the University of Southern Califor- 
nia Medical School. 

“Women develop a much more 
pronounced acidosis during a 
week’s fasting than do men,” Prof. 
Deuel said. “This condition is as- 
sociated with the inability of fe- 
males to oxidize fat during starva- 
tion as completely as the male sub- 
jects are able to do. 

“For this reason an accumulation 
of incompletely oxidized end prod- 
ucts, which are organic acids, oc- 
curs in the female and _ typical 
symptoms of acidosis ensue.”

“Starvation, if not the primary 
cause, contributed to the death of 
all of them,” says the June bulle- 
tin of the Garden. 

The trees planted were nine va- 
rieties of black walnut, five Persian 
walnut trees, five hickory and 11 
pecan. Any of the walnuts might 
be used ornamentally, since they 
have proved their hardiness and 
ability to bear when quite young, 
the bulletin states. : - 
The first tree to bear was one of 
the” Persian walnuts, but not the 
one that survived. It bore nuts the 
third year after being planted, and 
was followed by a hickory and pe- 
ean. After 1922, however, the 


lgrowth rate of all the trees de- 


clined steadily, and by 1929 the ter- 
minal twig growth was less than 
three inches. | 
Results From Fertilizer. 

In 1929 intensive tree-feeding was 
tried and by 1932 the growth of the 
black walnuts had increased to 
such an extent that they bore five 
bushels of nuts. The feeding also 
restored the one Persian walnut 
and it bore 28 nuts that year. 
Squirrels got the crop in 1933. 
Originally the area between the 
trees was used as an experimental 
grass' plot. In the autumn of 
1930, the sod was plowed under and 
rye sown. In June of the next year 
the rye was plowed under and soy 
beans sown,” the cultural system 
being changed to one of winter cov- 
er, green manuring.” 

Revived Despite Dry Years. 
In 1929 a total of 85 pounds of 
commercia] fertilizer was used on 
the orchard. During 1930, 93 
pounds was used, and increased to 
208 pounds in 1931. In 1932 the 
amount of fertilizer was again in- 
creased to 420 pounds, and last 
year 490 pounds was used. 
“It is of interest to note,” the 
bulletin says, “that the rejuvena- 
tion of this orchard has been ac- 
complished during. three very dry 
years, during which no form of ir- 
rigation was practiced.”

MISREPRESENTATION ON BONDS 


First National Co. al Co. and First Na- 
tional Bank Named in Ac- 
tion by Two Sisters. 

Mrs. Pauline S$. Wise and her sis- 
ter, Miss Clara Skrainka, 4333 Ma- 
ryland avenue, filed suits in Cireuit 
Court today to recover a total of 
$2055 on first mortgage 6 per cent 
gold bonds issued by the Port Or- 
ford Cedar Products Co. in 1929. 
Mrs. Wise’s claim is for~$1970 and 
Miss Skrainka’s is for $935. 

They are suing the First National 
Co. and.the First National Bank in 
St. Louis, alleging they purchased 
the bonds through these agencies, 
relying on representations that the 
deal was a profitable investment. 
According to the petitioners, the 
bonds Were part.of an issue of $2,- 
500,000, of which the. Port Orford 
Co, reecived $2,200,000 from the un- 
derwriters. The defendants, it is al- 
leged, purchased $250,000 of the 
bonds and resold them. 

The Port Orford Co. defaulted in 
payment of interest Aug. 1, 1931. 
Petitioners; at the request of the 
defendants, it is alleged, joined a 
bondholders’ committee, which 
foreclosed on property securing the 
bonds. The committee transferred 
the assets to the Pacific White Ce- 
dar Co., to handle the property, in 
which corporation plaintiffs re- 
ceived shares of stock, it is set 
forth. 

Henry T. Ferriss, executive vice- 
president of the First National Co., 
denied the charges. of misrepre- 
sentation, but said he did not care 
to discuss the matter further, as 
he had not seen the petitions.

Congress to impair contracts, which 
he holds should be in the contem- 
plation of everyone entering into a 
contract for future performance, 

Answers to Questions Raised. 

So he concluded the answers to 
his questions are as follows: 

“Summing up the premises laid 
down in the beginning, it seems to 
me impossible to escape these legal 
conclusions: (a) that in the Con- 
gress alone is lodged the power to 
say what shall be used as money; 
(b) no person in this nation has 
the right to make a contract the 
effect of which is to nullify, ob- 
struct or circumvent the power of 
Congress to say what shall be the 
national money, or medium of ex- 
change; (c) every person who en- 
ters into a contract is, in law con- 
clusively deemed to hold in con- 
templation the power of Congress 
to alter and change the nature and 
so-called value of the medium of 
exchange, or money of the nation; 
(d) no law passed by the Congress 
can be invalid when it does no 
more than to carry out a power 
vested by the Constitution in the 
Congress, and (e) subsequent valid 
laws have nendered strict perform- 


ance of the geld clause legally im- 


possible.’ - 
_ , Declares Law Valid.

Leading up to his conclusion, 
Judge Faris sets out the new view 
that actually the gold clause is not 
a promige to pay in gold coin. 

“Tt is a -promise,” he says, 
pay in gold, not as money, af as 
a mere commodity, the bulk where- 
of; or the quantity of gold to be 
paid, to be equal to the gold con- 
tent of 1000 dollars of gold coin of 
the United States of the standard 
of weight and fineness as of May 
1, 1903. (The date the bonds were 
issued.) 

“In short, it is a mere agreement 
of barter, or swapping of commod- 
ities.” 

English Decisions Cited. 


In the oral argument, Counsel 
for the bond trustee, cited decisions 
of the English House of Lords and 
the Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice as upholding his con- 
tention. 

“Are we willing to admit.that the 
obligations of contract mean more 
and are safer in foreign countries 
than they are here?” McIntosh 
asked. 

Speaking for the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, Stanley Reed, 
its general counsel, argued that 
strict construction of the gold 
clause as contended for by the 
petitioner, not only would increase 
the Missouri Pacific’s bonded debt 
from $438,000,000 to $743,000,000, but 
would affect similarly debts of 
more than $100,000,000,000, includ- 
ing $22,000,000,000 of the public 
debt, which are tied ‘up in gold- 
clause bonds in this country. 

At one time the trustee for the 
bonds sought to withdraw the peti- 
tion for a ruling on the gold clause, 
but Judge Faris denied the motion, 
saying the point would have to be 
decided at some time in connec- 
tion with the railroad’s plans for 
reorganization. 


How Gold Clause Became Common. 


Reviewing in brief the history of 
the gold clause, Judge Faris re- 
called that the practice of writing 
it into bonds came into general use 
after the Civil War when paper 
money was seriously depreciated 
in relation to gold. There was no 
real need for it, he said, after the 
money system became so well es- 
tablished that currency Was gen- 
erally redeemable in gold, dollar 
for dollar. 

“But this situation,” he said, “did 
not at all dam the ever-increasing 
flood of obligations made payable 


in gold. This, perhaps, in many

Administration Officials Gratified 
by —* 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 21. — Ad- 
-|ministration fiscal officials were 
to | gratified by the Federal Court de- 
Cision in St. Louis upholding the 
constitutionality of the act by which 
the United States officailly left the 
gold standard. 

The measure was rushed through 
Congress at the urging of the Ad- 
ministration at the special .session 
a year ago. Its principal effect was 
to make all debts payable in legal 
tender, regardless of gold payment 
specifications in’ bonds and con- 
tracts. 

Previously, President Roosevelt 
had decreed it illegal to hold gold 
in quantities of more than $100 to 
a person and had declared an em- 
bargo on gold exports, so that for- 
eign obligation eould not be met 
with the metal. 

Thus the nation had already left; 
he gold standard to all intents and 


purposes. President Roosevelt said | 


he regarded the legislation as mere- 
ly making a legal record of what 
was already an accomplished fact, 
and Secretary of the Treasury 
Woodin described it as intended to 
remove all doubt and confusion as 
to the legal position of debtors and 
creditors. 

Conservative Republicans in the 
Senate made the measure the tar- 
get of one of their first attacks on 
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Rosevelt measures. They denounced 
it as repudiation by the Govern- 
ment of its obligation to redeem a 
number of issues of Government 
bonds in gold. ; 

Judge Faris’ decision was the first 
Federal court opinion sustaining its 
constitutionality.

There had been “no comment 
from the employers” since Miss 
Perkins, designated by President 
Roosevelt as an intermediary in 
the dispute, transmitted to them 
the text of the workers’ proposal 
by mail and telephone Tuesday. 

Miss Perkins disclosed in a press 
conference she had acceded to a 
request by an extreme left group 
of the steel workers, the steel and 
metal workers’ union, headed by 
Patrick J. Cush, that she hear their 
views. The date for that meeting 
has not been fixed. 

While no arrangements have been 
made for an immediate conference 
between Miss Perkins and the 
manufacturers, she said that this 
did not close the door to such dis- 
cussions.

WASHINGTON; June 21.—The 
causes of fatal airplane crashes— 
like the one in which seven per— 
sons were killed in the Catskill 
Mountains of New York last week 
—hereafter will »e made public by 
investigators for the Department of 
Commerce. An entire change of 
policy in such investigations is au- 
thorized by a bill which President 
Roosevelt signed yesterday. 
Heretofore the detectives of the 
Commerce Department’s aeronau- 
tics branch have had no power to 
compel witnesses to talk.. In order 
to persuade airline empldyes and 
officers to discuss the causes of ac- 
cidents freely, the department did 
not make public the results of its 
inquiries. When structural weak- 
nesses were involved or improve- 
ments in design indicated, manu- 
facturers were advised, but the pub- 
lic did not hear about these things. 
The new law authorizes the Sec- 
retary of Commerce to conduct 
hearings to determine the causes of 
plane accidents. Publication of 
the results of such investigations is 
made mandatory when the accident 
has caused serious or fatal injury. 
In less serious accidents, the sec- 
retary may say whether the causes 
should be published.

UINSY, or peritonsillar abscess, 
():: a pus-producing inflamma- 

tory condition of the throat in- 
volving the tissues around the ton- 
sils. 
Quinsy usually develops from a 
tonsillitis and represents a spread 
of the infectious process from the 
tonsils to the surrounding area. It 
is believed that quinsy also may 
arise from dental infection, especi- 
ally from a diseased lower wisdom 
tooth. . 
The same conditions that bring 
about recurrent acute tonsillitis, 
such as cryptic, that is, buried ton- 
sils, chronic tonsillar inflammation 
and enlarged fibrous tonsils, also 
favor the occurrence of quinsy. 
Peritonsillar abscesses most com- 
monly occur in young adults. They 
are less frequently seen in children 
‘and in infants. They may occur at 
all seasons, but are particularly com- 
mon during the late winter and 
early spring months. 
Attacks of quinsy are apt to be 
recurrent, unless the underlying 
condition is radically treated. 
The symptoms of quinsy are es- 
sentially those due to the accumu- 
lation of pus under pressure. They

The pitfall concealed in its dis- 
tribution comes up once ina blue 
moon. The logical trump suit is 
the incorrect one, because it is the 
only suit that can be used for re- 
entries to dummy..

The North player was rapidly and

It’s apparent, of course, that if 
East holds two clubs, or one club 
and two spades, a small siam in 
spades is practically lay-down. East 
didn’t, however,, much to evefy de- 
clarer’s sorrow. A further handicap 
to reaching the correct declaration 
on this hand was the fact that 
a Major-slam as opposed to a minor 
suit slam, may mean the difference 
between top and bottom in match- 
point scoring. 


Much to the amusement of ‘the 
spade slammers, the diamond slam- 
mer aiso failed to make his con- 
tract. It seems incredible, but sim- 
ply because he was declarer, he 
failed to realize that he had to ruff 
out two of dummy’s losing hearts. 
After playing the ace and king of 
diamonds, he conceded East a dia- 
mond trick, and claimed the rest, 
East quietly took the queen of dia- 
montis and claimed a heart. Even 
if North was unable to realize thet 
he had to trump out dummy’s losers 
in his own hand, he should shave 
recognized the fact that he couldn’t 
eat the two losing clubs in his hand.
